Election/Restrictions 



1 . Claim(s) 4-6, 8-9, 1 1, 13-20, 22-28, 31-34, and 46, are improperly written multiple 
dependent claims. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). In response to this restriction requirement, applicant 
must clearly state where each of these claims belong in either of the two groups listed below. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-3, 7, 10, 12, 21, 29-30, and 35-38, drawn to an ion channel membrane 
immobilize onto a substrate. 

Group II, claim(s) 39-45, drawn to a method of testing ion channel activity with a test 
compound. 



3, The inventions Usted as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature is an ion channel membrane. 

However, Llinas (1990) disclose an ion channel membrane (col. 1, lines 32-38) that is the same 
as the instant invention. 

Therefore, groups I-II are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special technical feature 
as to form a single inventive concept.
